See 37 CFR 1 .82 1 (d): Where the description or claims of a patent application discuss a sequence 
listing that is set forth in the "Sequence Listing" in accordance with paragraph (c) of this section, reference 
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must be made to the sequence by use of the assigned identifier, in the text of the description or claims, even 
if the sequence is also embedded in the text of the description or claims of the patent application. 

In particular, at page 2, lines 25+, sequence identifiers relevant to human LIG46 are missing. 

Sequence identifiers are also missing in the Description of the Drawings for Figures 2A-2C, 7A-7B 
and 9A-9B, and at pages 95-96. 

Please note that these are only examples where the sequence identifiers are missing, and applicants 
are invited to check for the presence of proper sequence identifiers wherever applicable.
